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Evaluations 
let students 
have say in 
tenure picks

Students thinking of skipping class evaluations might 
want to think twice. 

For most departments, end-of-semester course evalu- 
ations are students’ primary input into the tenure process, 
said Vice President for Faculty and Staff Affairs David 
Wagner. 

Signed letters are the other primary criteria used to 
determine whether professors get tenure or promotions. 

“They are very heavily weighted,” Wagner said. 

A minority of departments ask for student input in 
addition to evaluations and letters, which become part of 
every faculty member’s permanent file. Wagner said he 
could not speculate on the number of departments with 
this policy, but he did say the use of student testimonials 
was more prevalent in the past. 

The departments that seek additional student input 
post the names of instructors under consideration for 
tenure or promotion, and request that students comment 
before a faculty hearing committee. 

“Twenty years ago, most departments did that. But 
more and more, departments are getting away from it,” 
Wagner said. 

The university’s contract with the California Faculty 
Association requires a minimum of two student evalua- 
tions of faculty per academic year. Some departments 
have stricter guidelines. 

Signed letters in favor or against a professor are 
important, but Wagner stressed the importance of the 
letters’ being signed. Anonymous letters are not kept ina 
faculty member’s file, he said. 


Academic 
advice to be 
available 


on the Web

Students who need academic advising will soon:be 
able to access answers to common questions via the 
Web, at www.csus.edu/acad. 

The new academic advising Web site will offer 
mostly information from the CSUS catalogs regarding 
academic leaves, general requirements, issues about 
academic probation and available programs. A ques- 
tion-and-answer page on the site will also allow stu- 
dents to browse common problem areas for answers. 

“The new site will be a great help to both current and 
prospective students,” said Ed Perhay, an academic 
counselor at the academic advising center. 

CSUS student Jason Galloway, a pre-computer sci- 
ence major, was contracted by academic advising to 
construct the site in January. 

Galloway, who helped design and maintain two 
other Web sites for campus groups, said the site was 
complete except for the cover page. 

The Web space will cost the department nothing. 

“There’s acertain amount of Web space allocated to 
the department, so it’s free,” Perhay said. 

While the system will not initially allow students to 
ask specific questions and receive immediate answers, 
academic advising’s goal is to become interactive. 

“We are limited, though, to what we are allowed to 
do on the CSUS Web server,” Galloway said. 


Questions not answered on the site can be e-mailed 


to the department for a response.

King Express

Students and faculty looking for 
the “perfect” hamburger on campus 
may no longer be able to find it in the 
University Union. 

As the CSUS Foundation works 
with Burger King to move its Express 
“Whopper” into the expanding Union, 
the “Perfect Burger” faces extinction 
from the Coffee House menu. And in 
August, theentire eatery might beelimi- 
nated if the Foundation brings in a 
franchise coffee and pastry shop, such 
as Java City. 

“Right now it’s all a work in 
progress,” said Nancy Pennebaker, the 
spokeswoman for the CSUS Founda- 
tion, which, runs campus Food Ser- 
vices. “As part of the agreement with 
the franchisés on campus, salés of simi- 
lar menu items are not allowed at the 
same area of the campus.” This agree- 
ment includes restrictions against stu- 
dent clubs to sell similar food items on 
campus for fund-raisers. 

Just what makes the Perfect Burger 
so perfect? 

It’s just one of many items served 
by the Coffee House’s grill. For $3.45 
you can buy the 6-ounce hamburger 
patty topped with lettuce, tomato, on- 
ion, bacon, garlic spread, mayonnaise 
and mustard. For an extra 50 cents, 
they’ll throw in cheese. For 50 cents 
less, they’ll skip the bacon. 

The Perfect Burger’s competition 
at Burger King is less meaty and less 
pricey. The 2.8-ounce Whopper goes 
for $1.19 and comes with lettuce, to- 
mato, onion, pickles, mayonnaise and 
ketchup. For cheese, it’s an extra 40 
cents, 

For some students, it’s a matter of 
convenience and health. 

Steve Muehlberg and David Slagle, 
two CSUS seriors, said they prefer the 
more “hand-made” meals as opposed 
to “factory style’ — refering to 
“branded food” such as the trade- 
marked Whopper. 

While the Perfect Burger is touted 
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be history to make

at 88 percent fat-free on the menu, Burger 
King’s burgers weigh in at 39 grams of 
fat each, according to Shirley Evans of 
the California State Food Nutrition In- 
formation Center in the 1998 Bows & 
Churches Food Values study. 

But Pennabaker said a recent survey 
indicated a student approval of fran- 
chise meals. 

“Students prefer branded food,” 
Pennebaker said. 

However, the Coffee House has been 
voted best in the nation for dining on 
large campuses, according to the Cam- 
pus Dining Calendar published by 
Pennebaker. 

As the University Union expansion 
reaches completion, the Foundation 
will choose new eateries to move in. 
The Foundation will accept bids from 
franchises before making any deci- 
sions. 

“There are various ways a franchise 
is chosen to be on campus,” Pennebaker 
said, 

The Creperie in River Front Market, 
for example, was chosen by the Food 
Services director, she said. 

Pennebaker would not disclose how 
much money each franchise must pay 
the Foundation to market their products 
on campus.

CSUS is the first university in the nation 
to establish an accredited safety course for 
personal watercraft, such as Jetskis.

“Uneducated people screw everything 
up,” Wickey said. 

The idea was sparked by water ski coor- 
dinator Brian Dulgar and Aquatic Center 
facilities manager Bob Whitford, who felt 
personal watercraft safety is becoming an 
important issue. 

According to a report by the Depart- 
ment of Boating and Waterways, per- 
sonal watercraft represent the largest 
growth of registered owners in the past 
five years. About 200,000 personal wa- 
tercraft were sold in California in 1996. 

But despite this dramatic increase in the 
number of vessels, the number of rivers and 
lakes remained the same. 

The records from the department show 
that many boating accidents are caused by 
operator error — which includes alcohol

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Fewer students 
finish on time 





Nationwide survey 
shows more than 50 
percent of students 
are earning degrees 
in five years

(U-WIRE) CHAMPAIGN, Ill. — 
Not sure if you’ll graduate on time? 
Don’t fret — you’re not alone. Ac- 
cording to The American College 
Testing program (ACT), there is an 
all-time low in the number of stu- 
dents who graduate from college 
within five years. 

A nationwide study showed that 
52.8 percent of students earn a 
bachelor’s degree within five years, 
according to ACT. This is nearly a 
five percent decrease since 1983, 
when the study began. 

The University of Illinois is no 
different. According to the College 
Guide in the Sept. 8, 1997 issue of 
U.S. News and World Report, the 
graduation rate for the University was 

- 78 percent in 1996, with a predicted 
graduation rate of 66 percent. At the 
time, the University was ranked 12th 
in graduation rates in the listing of 
U.S. News and World Report’s Top 
25 public national universities. 

The universities with the highest 
graduation rates were Harvard, 
Princeton and Stanford, with gradua- 
tion rates of 97 percent, 94 percent 
and 94 percent, respectively. 

According to Ira Langston, assis- 
tant vice principal of academic af- 
fairs, the percentage of students who 
graduate from the University of IIli- 
nois in four years was 48.9 percent in 
1992, while the percent of students 
who graduated in five years was 68.8 
percent. 
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In 1989, 80.9 percent of students 
graduated in seven years, Langston 
said. 

The reasons for the large number 
of students who do not graduate in 
four years vary. Langston said some 


-of those reasons might include stu- 


dents who have multiple majors. Stu- 
dents who change majors or drop out 
and then return might also contribute 
to this statistic. 

Differences between full-time and 
part-time students were also listed as 
possible explanations of the figure. 

Kelley Hayden, director of com- 
munications for ACT, said in a press 
release many reasons contribute to 
students attending colleges for more 
than four years. Some of these rea- 
sons, Kelley said, are an increase in 
the number of part-time students and 
students who attend college straight 
from high school, scheduling diffi- 
culty and the availability of courses. 

Those reasons seem to coincide 
with opinions of University of Illi- 
nois students. 

Alan Harwood, freshman in engi- 
neering, said he will probably not 
graduate in four years. 

“The requirements are too high 
forthe college I’m in,” Harwood said. 

Eric May, freshman in commerce, 
said he will not graduate in four years 
because he plans to take a year off. 
He said he feels some of his required 
courses are unnecessary. 

Katherine Anderson, ajunior, said 
that taking summer school classes 
and correspondence courses will en- 
able her to graduate in four years. 
Anderson said she understands the 
difficulty of not being able to gradu- 
ate in four years, however. 

“You can’t always get the classes 
you need. Many students don’t un- 
derstand the urgency of getting those 
classes,” Anderson said. “There is 
also.a Jot,to do, on this,campps.”

Nothing will be spoiled if I tell you, 
in advance, the advice given in Act 
Two of “Our Country’s Good,” written 
by Timberlake Wertenbaker being per- 
formed through May 10 at the 
Playwright’s Theatre. 

The advice, simply put, is “People 
who can’t pay attention shouldn’t go to 
the theater.” 

If this applies to you, then I just 
saved you some time and money. But, 
if you can pay attention and like a well- 
written, sophisticated script performed 
by a well-rounded, talented cast, then 
this play is for you. 

Wertenbaker’s play is based on the 
factual novel “The Playmaker’” by Tho- 
mas Keneally. The story takes place in 
1788 Australia — then a penal colony 
— and touches on many themes re- 
garding human nature and social issues 
during the birth of a new civilization, 
themes which still apply today. 

“Tt’s an inspiring historical view in 
a creation of the continent Australia,” 





said director Paul Waldo. “It isn’t all a 
party.” 

This is clear early in the production, 
when Lt. Ralph Clark — played by 
Timothy Orr — decides the prisoners 
and jailers need a play to transcend 
their harsh conditions. 

Not everyone is in agreement, such 
as Major Ross, played by Rob Dario. 
Dario deems the play a waste of time. 

As he says, “A savage is a savage.” 

Thankfully, Captain Phillip — 
played by Michael Olavarri — has the 
final say. 

“Theater is an expression of civili- 
zation ... there is more to life than crime 
and punishment,” says Olavarri. 

Lt. Clark begins the difficult task of 
auditioning for the cast. The first per- 
son who comes requesting a part is 
Meg Long — a wild-haired convict 
woman played by Patty Strautman. 
Strautman also plays Rev. Johnson. 

Dabby Bryant — played by Alison 
Lee — and her friend Mary Brenham 
— played by Kelling Loving — come 
in next, wanting parts. Mary is cast in 
the lead and asked to copy the play as 


she is only one of a few convicts who 
can read. Dabby is cast as a servant, 
which she is not at all happy about. Lee 
also plays 2nd Lt. Campbell. 

Liz Morden — played by Kellie 
Beck — storms in, wanting a part as 
well. She is angry and difficult, but is 
cast in the play anyway. Beck also 
plays Lt. Dawes. 

Duckling Smith — played by Katie 
Summy — is also cast after her boy- 
friend Harry Brewer gets her into the 
play. Harry and Duckling’s relation- 
ship unfolds as one of the many sub- 
plots in the play. 

The men cast for Clark’s play are: 
Robert Sideway, a melodramatic pick- 
pocket played by Brian Vestal; Ketch 
Freeman— also played by Dario; John 
Wisehammer — played by Olavarri; 
and Black Caesar from Madagascar — 
played by Marques Buford. Buford 
also plays the parts of Capt. Tench and 
the Aboriginal. 

There is much humor and drama 
involved as the cast of convicts work to

CSUS was treated to a special reading of 
Terry McMillan’s new work in progress on 
Monday night. 

McMillan, the best-selling author of “Wait- 
ing to Exhale” and “How Stella Got Her 
Groove Back” did a public reading of “A Day 
Late and A Dollar Short,” which she plans to 
complete in the upcoming summer. 

She breathed life into the characters of her 
newest work by reading the characters in first 
person. This new work focuses on the relation- 


ship between a mother and her four children and 
traces their development. 

“To create my characters I use a little bit of 
personal experience combined with believable 
fiction,” said McMillan. One such character was 
a minor character named Pimpy. 

The reality if this statement hit home when a 
gentleman in the audience stood up and identi- 
fied himself as someone from her past who was 
related to the real-life Pimpy. 

“The problem with my characters is that ev- 
eryone thinks I am writing about them,” said 
McMillan. As an example she cited a law suit 
filed by her ex-husband who thought he was a 
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character in her novel “Disappearing Act.” 

McMillan has a very down to earth attitude 
that comes across both in her writing and her 
speaking.

Before These 
Crowded Streets 


Dave Matthews Band

“Before These Crowded Streets,” the latest effort by Dave 
Matthews Band, is a big, fat, juicy grape, bursting with the 
flavor of funky versatility and oozing “groove.” 

Since the band’s inception in 1991, Matthews and the boys 
(bassist Stefan Lessard, drummer Carter Beauford, violinist 
Boyd Tinsley and sax/flutist Leroi Moore), have created a style 
and sound all their own, drawing from influences in the genres 
of folk, rock, jazz, world beat and reggae music. 

Moods on “Before These Crowded Streets” shift smoothly 
and often. From the 40-second-long, percussive opening track 
“Pantala Naga Pampa” to the Middle Eastern-influenced “The 
Last Stop,” DMB exhibits a maturity and musical intelligence 
that is becoming very rare in today’s pop offerings. 

Some unexpected guest appearance combinations add a sense 
of fun and a great deal of texture to the album. Three tracks 
feature the eclectic and very electric banjo stylings of Bela 
Fleck. Alanis Morissette adds soaring backing vocals to the 
album’s first single, “Don’t Drink the Water,” as well as the 
closing song, “Spoon.” And probably the most unconventional 
collaborators, The Kronos Quartet lend its strings to “Hallow- 
een” and “The Stone.” 

With a disc as full of goodies as “Before These Crowded 
Streets,” DMB has thrown its hat into the ring for 1998’s Album 
of the Year. Out of a possible five stars, this album receives a 
well-deserved five.

CSUS athletic director plans to bring pride, sense of community to campus

A solid foundation is essential in 
building any type of structure. Build 
a good foundation and the structure 
will be strong; build a bad one, and 
the structure will collapse. 

The same can be said for Sacra- 
mento State, which is in the middle of 
rebuilding its athletic program. 

Faced with budget constraints, lim- 
ited fan attendance and a scarcity of 
wins for the major sports programs, 
Judith Davidson, the ninth athletic di- 
rector in Sac State’s history, is trying to 
build a program that will become an 
attraction for the entire Sacramento 
area, not just for CSUS students.

As the school year comes to a 
close, Davidson’s vision for the uni- 
versity remains unchanged from when 
she first arrived. Despite the school’s 
struggles to become a major player in 
college athletics, the foundation for 
future success has hopefully been 
laid correctly. 

Only time will tell whether the 
program will topple over, or rise above 
the clouds. 

“It’s like a business, and we are in 
the start-up phase of a major enter- 
prise,” said Davidson. “It takes time 
for the results to come to fruition. 

“But ultimately I believe our suc- 
cess will create a better environment 
onthe campus, a greater identity with 
the school, it will bring greater na- 
tional visibility, and will improve and 
enhance the degrees of our alumni 
and students.”

Perhaps I am being too judg- 
mental, but it seems to me that some- 
one is always being offended nowa- 
days, and frankly I am tired of the 
holier-than-thou attitude that often ac- 
companies it. 

Miss Lally made the assumption 
that “the State Hornet feels pressured to 
sell out....” Ido not know whether this 
is true, but odds are neither does Miss 
Lally.

Sweat poured down the band mem- 
bers’ foreheads. 

Many of the patrons danced. Some 
elected to sitand sample the coffee and 
cigarettes offered in the Casbah — a 
coffehouse in Liverpool, England — 
while listening to the heavy beat of 
“Long Tall Sally,” with full-throated 
vocals by alad named Paul McCartney. 
Paul was backed by his rhythm guitar- 
ist, John Lennon, who soon took the 
vocal duties for Elvis Presley’ s “Hound 
Dog.” George Harrison provided note- 
for-note solos and Ken Brown pro- 
vided augmented background vocals 
and rhythm. 

The band on stage, the Quarry Men, 
later evolved into The Beatles. But 
these four young men had not yet be- 
come the swinging lords of London. 
This performance pre-dated the “happy- 
go-lucky” mop tops who sang “I Want 
to Hold Your Hand” on the Ed Sullivan 
show, an appearance that catapulted 
them into international stardom. These 
four men from Liverpool were per- 
forming in the Casbah to try andeke out 
asmall living. They played the Ameri- 
can rock ‘n’ roll and British music they 
loved for the joy of it. 

Ken Brown would not go on to 
enjoy The Beatles’ success, although 
Brown says he saved the Quarry Men 
from oblivion by getting them the gig at 
the Casbah. The Quarry Men were 
drifting aimlessly andcouldn’t get very 
many gigs; in fact they played for noth- 
ing at times, just for the opportunity to 
play. But on August 29, 1959, a band 
scheduled to play on opening night at 
the Casbah dropped out — leaving the

ADVICE: Students can e-mail 
academic advising for a response

Galloway and Perhay will up- 
date the Web as policies change 
until academic advising interns can 
watch over the site. 

In addition to providing access 
over the Web, the academic advis- 
ing center sees students regularly at 
its office, located at Lassen Hall 
room 1012. The center has also set 
up a part-time advising center lo- 
cated in the Library, which is open 
four hours a day. 

“When schedules come out, I see 
up to 100 students a day,” said John 
Heath, an academic counselor who 
has been in the department for 15 
years. 


Both Heath and Perhay do not 
believe the new site will cut back 
on long lines and waits for students 
with questions or in need of advice. 
However, the Web site will clarify 
policies and help students avoid un- 
necessary phone calls and out-of- 
the-way visits, saving time and ef- 
fort on both ends. 

“These forms aren’t the easiest 
to read ... our goal is to get kids in 
the office or on the Web, to inform 
and encourage them to know more,” 
Perhay said. 

He also said it’s important for 
CSUS and its students to advance 
technologically with the times. 

“Even if it’s just to get on the 
Web and lookat the Sac State page,” 
Perhay said.

Some students said they do not 
intend to use the new site. Some 
have never sought counseling at all. 

“T just do it myself,” said Patrice 
Robinson, who graduates in May 
and has never used any of academic 
advising’s services. 

But other students, such as Magdi 
Ali, do use the center’s services and 
said they would find the Web site 
helpful. 

“It would be easier and I could 
save time. I wouldn’t have to come 
here (to the academic advising cen- 
ter),” said Ali. 

While neither Galloway or 
Perhay gave a specific date for the 
site’s completion, Perhay said he 
had a “desire to have it done by the 
end of the semester.”

and high speed. Of the 58 water 
craft involved in fatal accidents, 
eight were personal watercraft. 

Dulgar said there were sev- 
eral hurdles to clear in creating 
the course. 

Much of the course was made 
available thanks to donations 
from corporations and state goy- 
ernment agencies. 

Kawasaki donated four skis 


to the program and trailers for trans- 
porting the skis were a gift of the 
California Department of Boating 
and Waterways. 

But Dulgar said the biggest chal- 
lenge was obtaining insurance for 
the course. After completing a na- 
tionwide search, West Del Mar 
Marine of Stockton was contracted 
at $820 per year, per ski. 

The course also had to be ap- 
proved by the Physical Education 
department, the Academic Curricu- 


lum Committee and the Student 
Finance Committee. The entire 
process took over 18 months, 
Dulgar said. 

The course, Physical Educa- 
tion 23 — which will cost stu- 


_ dents $100 — will last 12 weeks 


and will be held at Folsom Lake. 
Two Tuesday/Thursday sections 
are scheduled.
